Guth- 
rie has what is essential to all great success 
in pulpit or platform—enthusiastic down- 
rightness. He feels and utters nothing “ by 
halves.” He is positive, whole-souled, brave, 
sanguine, and uncompromising. More than 
all, he is a Calvinistic reformer—a combina- 
tion not as common as it ought to be. Stiff 
as John Knox in this theology, he is as large 
and liberal as Lord Shaftesbury in his phil- 
anthropy. One of the few eminent British 
divines who has opened his lips for teetotal- 
ism (instead of the wine-glass)—one of the 
most untiring advocates of “non-intru- 
sion,” negro emancipation, mechanic 
schools, Magdalen asylums, and shoe- 
black brigades—he yet builds up all 
his arguments for humanitarian reform on 
a firm, stout “ Calvinistic ” basis, His doc- 
trines are the doctrines of Geneva; his 
ethics are the ethics of Exeter Hall. In 
this respect he isa representative man— 
rearing on the old Bible foundations of na- 
tive depravity and justification by faith the 
practical open-doored asylums for human 
guilt, and woe, and wretchedness, Would 
to God that evangelical truth and practical 
philanthropy were never divorced in our 
country! Would that the men who guide 
the great moral reforms of our time were 
always men who recognize distinctly the 
need of the Holy Spirit’s agency, and who 
acknowledge a Divine Redeemer as the one 
underlying ground and hope for the world’s 
salvation! . 
Thomas Guthrie has nearly reached his 
three-score and ten, having been born in 
the opening year of this century. His na- 
tive town is Brechin, not far from the river 
Esk, in Forfarshire; and he spent his boy- 
hood in view of the tempestuous North 
Sea. This accounts for his love of the 
ocean, and his admirable use of nautical il- 
lustrations. There is hardly a sermon but 
has a ship, a sailor, or a storm in it. One 
of his bosom friends, and his most famous 
parishioner, the world-known Hugh Miller, 
was born at Cromarty, on the coast of the 
same “Mare Germanicum.” Guthrie, like 
Baxter, studied medicine, and after a med- 
ical course at Paris and a theological course 
at Edinburgh he was ordained oyer the 
parish of Arbirlot, in Forfarshite. 

From his rustic flock Guthrie was called 
to Old Gray Friars church, in the antiqua- 
ted portion of Edinburgh—a region border-

THE CHRISTIAN’S FIRST LOVE. 


BY REV. JOHN P. GUIAIVER. 


Ir is evident, from the message to the 
church at Ephesus, that Christ attaches 
special value to the “first love” of the be- 
liever, It is, in some respects at least, a 
model for all his subsequent career ; so that 
the most effective exhortation which can 
be addressed to him is, “ Repent and do thy 
Jirst works.” 

Wherein does this superiority of the first 
love to the more mature affection consist ? 
Certainly not in its strength. Christian love 
is a progressive affection; and it cannot be 
that a- Christian whose labor, faith, and 
patience are commended in the glowing 
terms used to the church at Ephesus, 
though he be in some respects backslidden, 
will gain anything by exchanging the love 
which has been exposed to the strain of 
temptation and to the buffetings of adver- 
sity, that has been watered by tears of sor- 
row and has grown broad. and green in the 
sunshine of prosperity, for the immature, 
unknit, unrooted affection of his early ex- 
perience. 
Yet, after we have said all this, it remains 
true that there is something in that “ first 
love” in which this more mature love is 
deficient. There is an ardor,a delicacy, 
and especially a capacity to arouse and 
concentrate all the powers of the being in 
admiration and service of its object, which 
a stronger love, at a later period, will fatl to 
exhibit. 


The same peculiarity is seen in 
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the beginning of wedded love; and many a 
wife longs, after care and toil have absorbed 
her husband’s energies, not for a stronger 
or truer love, but for an occasional hour 
of that exclusive, absorbing, intense affection 
whic} once p@ured sunshine over her

We are led then to the conclusion that all 
which gives peculiar value to the first love 
of the Christian is to be found in its e- 
clusiveness; and that all which impairs the 
quality of his later affection is to be traced 
to the introduction of other objects. At the 
beginning of the religious life Christ filled 
all the sphere of the soul’s vision. Now, 
business, the wants of a family, the dis- 
tractions of disease, and bodily feebleness, 
and even the very work of Christ itself, so 
burden the mind and so task the powers 
that there is no strength left for love. In 
some cases, of course, @ criminal pursuit of 
pleasure, or gain, or power, add their con- 
taminations. But in most cases it is duty 
in some form which impairs the first love. 
Many a preacher labors so intensely to un- 
fold the truth of Christ that he has no 
strength left for the love of Christ. Many 
an active Christian is so absorbed in his 
activities, and so burdened with them, that 
the ardor and delicacy of his first love be- 
comés a physical impossibility to him. 
Many a mother, at the head of a household, 
is so worn and wearied with the struggle to 
meet her daily cares and fulfill her daily 
duties that her conscientiousness seems to 
eat into the very heart of her piety. To 
Many such toilers Christ might now say, 
“Thou hast bourne and hast patience, and 
for my name’s sake hast labored and hast 
not fainted ; nevertheless, I have somewhat 
against thee because thou hast left thy first 


Tt will be easy for the Christian to find a 
remedy for this evil when he sees clearly 
its cause. If the cause is distraction, the 
remedy is concentration. If the cause is 
the exclusion of Christ, as a direct object of 
vision and of love, then the remedy is his 
introduction once more into the entire 
sphere of our thought and labor, 
noble, in whom pride of family is a ruling 
passion, inseribes His coat of arms on his 
ied i‘ 
vehicles, on thé mountings of his harnesses, 
on the utensils of his kitchen, on the seal of 
every eptstle, and at the head of every docu- 
ment. The lover connects thé “image of 
his mistress with every object about him. 
The flelds are traversed to bring her flowerg 
The bijoutry of the Jeweler is scanned to 
find her ornaments. The work of the day 
is earnestly performed, that he may pre- 
pare for her @ worthy home. Vice and yul- 
garity grow hateful, if they are displeasing 
toher. Even piety gains a new exaltation 
if she be devout, and the words “I was glad 
when they said unto me, Let us go into the 
house of the Lord” are uttered with an in- 
creased emphasis if she give the invitation ; 
and a real enkindling of devotion, as well 
as of sentiment, is experienced with the 
natural and most human addition, “For my 
companion’s sake I will now say, Peacé be 
withip thee.” We were about to say, This 
is the exclusiyeness of a first love. We 
might rather say, This is the énclusiveness 
of sugh love. The Christian associates 
Christ with all objects and all pursuits. He 
is present everywhere as & personal reality. 
No business can be so exacting as to shut

who twice or thrice in the week must pro-

possible. The confiding, cluck.ng hen lays 
an egg; but human skill has produced a 
china or porcelain imitation, which to 
some degree is made to serve in the place of 
the original. The hen very stupidly scts on 
the china egg as if it were a genuine one; 
the robber of her nest is enjoying her real 
product in the shape of an omelette. But, 
after all, the hen is not a whit more stupid 
than many specimens of humanity, who ac- 
cept @ spurious substitute, and ouly too late 
to find out their error. 

Take, for instance, Morton’s gold pens. 
Morton put his skill, his capital, his labor, 
and his brains to work, and, by means of 
his patented machinery, produced a pen 
which satisfied everybody.

RUTGERS COLLEGE. 
WE mentioned, recently, the fact that 


Rutger’s Female Institute had been raised 
to the rank of a College by the legislature, 
and that its friends were to hold a meeting 
to present their plans to the public. The 
meeting was held at the College, on the 
evening of April 25th, and was one of 
much interest. Letters were presented from 
a large number of eminent gentlemen who 
were unable to attend; among them several 


of our prominent college presidents, in- 
cluding those of Harvard, Yale, Amherst, 
and Union; Dr. Kirk, of Boston; Dr. 
Barnes, of Philadelphia; Dr. Sunderland, 
of Washington ; Judge Bond, of Baltimore ; 
Gen. Howard; Chancellor Pruyn, of the 
Board of Regents; Supt. Randall; Ex-Govy. 
Washburn, of Massachusetts; and many 
others of high reputation. 

Rey. Dr. Todd, of Pittsfield, opened the 
meeting with prayer, after which the chair- 
man, Chancellor Ferris, of the University, 
gave a sketch of the past history and posi- 
tion of Rutgers, of which he was the first 
president. Dr. Pierce, the present head, 
then read an address, setting forth the 
grounds and objects of the new movement, 
and explaining the proposed improvements. 
The course of study is to: be divided into a 
literary and a scientific scheme, so as to al- 
low of the introduction of optional studies 
to some extent. Classics are to form the 
distinguishing feature of the one, and sci- 
ence of the other. An Art School is now 
to be opened, with Mr. Huntington, presi- 
dent of the National Academy, at its head; 
and also a school of Domestic Philosophy, 
including hygiene and scientific instruction 
in the arts of domestic life. 

Valuable papers were presented by Prof. 
Martin, of the University, on classics, and 
by Dr. Chas. West, of Brooklyn, on mathe- 
matics. Interesting remarks were also made 
by Prof. Hyatt, of Rutgers-College, on nat- 
ural science, and by Rey. Dr. Crosby, of the 
4th Avenue Presbyterian Church, on bibli- 
cal instruction. Rev. Pres. Smith,.of Dart- 
mouth, and Pres. Loomis, of Lewisburg, 
Penn., then made addresses expressive of 
their deep interest in Rutgers, and were 
followed by Dr. Todd, of Pittsfield, in a fine 
discussion of the true training of woman; 
Prof. Guyot, of Princeton, on methods of 
study, and Mr. Hodgins, of Upper Canada, 
deputy superintendent of public instruc- 
tion, on the comparative merits of the Can- 
adian and American educational systems. 





ButeEts ror SreLLINe Booxs.—A friend 
writing from Memphis, April 29th, says : 

“While I was waiting for the cars in a 
store in Corinth, Miss., last week, an old 
gentleman came in and inquired, ‘Do you 
buy lead? On receiving an affirmative 
reply, he said, ‘ My little contrabands have 
been picking up bullets-on the battle-field, 
and have sent them in by me to: buy spell- 
ing-books,’ One had:six pounds, the other 
ten; they had run them into little bars. 
To me this little incident seemed very sug- 
gestive. After the gentleman left with his 
spelling-books, the merchant told me that 
the man had always been very kind to his 
‘niggers,’ and that they all stayed with him 
after their emancipation. I learned fur. 
ther that the colored school was very pros- 
perous,.and that the citizens, old or new, on 
visiting it, were enthusiastic: in its support. 
I seo many hopeful signs of early and gen- 
uine reconstruction, which I have watched 
anxiously for, but until recently in vain.”

HOW TO RAISE CARROTS. 

A Large proportion of American farmers 
fail in their efforts to grow & remunerating 
prop of carrots, in the majority of instances, 
from not understanding how to manage the 
yeed and the young plants. The usual 
practice is to sow Carrot seed so early in 
the growing season that noxious weeds, six 
p eight inches high, cover the ground be- 
fore the young carrots have attained suf- 
ficient size to enable laborers to see the

saul tends to dishearten farmers from at- 
wmptiag to grow & crop of roots. But if 


they were accustomed to manage differently, 
sorop of carrots could be grown at an ex- 

nse ot only a few cents per bushel. We 
frequently meet with farmers who aver that 
their crop of carrots cost them not over five 
orsix cents per bushel. As it is not practi- 

le to follow the directions required to 
produce a heavy crop of roots the present 
season, we will do the best we are able 
under the circumstances. 

Do not plant the seed too early, Prepare 
fhe ground thoroughly, and manure it 
heavily. Let the land be plowed deep, 
twice or thrice, if it is not insod. Then, 
about the twentieth of May, or the first of 
June, scarify the surface, for the purpose of 
exterminating the weeds. If the surface is 
stall lumpy, let the lumps be crushed with a 
goller. As the seeds are a long time ger- 
minating, they should be sprouted before 
they are planted. Then the young carrots 
qill vegetate rapidly, and outgrow noxious 
weeds; aud the labor of weeding the rows 
will be comparatively light. 

Soak the seed in warm water, for twenty 
hours. Then mingle it with fine sand in a 
yessei that will not hold water. Keep the 
gand and seeds moist and warm. As soon 
ga the secds exhibit signs of germination, let 
{hem be planted in soil just stirred with 
yomue implement. In four or five days, if 
the soil be moist and warm, the carrots will 
appear above ground; and scarcely a weed 
will be seen among the young plants. Un- 
fess the ground is rich, and free from weeds, 
do not make the drills nearer than two feet, 
po that a horse-hoe may do almost the en- 
tire weeding. If the ground bein a poor 
state of fertility,a dressing ofthe pure 
superphosphate of lime, spread in @ shallow 
drill on each side of the rows of carrots 
god raked in, will usually produce a bounti- 
ful crop of roots. 

When the young plants are two or three 
jaches high, let the thinning be performed 
with a sharp, broad hoe, worked across the 
frills, leaving three or four plants in a clus- 
je. During wet and lowry weather, when 
Jaborers cannot work advantageously at 
pther employment, let all the smaller car- 
rots be pulled up, leaving one in a place— 
about six or eight inches apart. Managed 
{n this manner, a crop of carrots may be 
gaised with a small expenditure of labor. 

Try half an acre, or one-fourth of an acre- 
With ordinary cultivation, and land of only 
moderate fertility, six hundred bushels of 
porrots may be grown on one acre. For 
feeding horses and milch cows a bushel of 
carrots is worth as much as a bushel of oats, 
when fed in connection with a liberal | 
gmount of meal.
